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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: : The applicant's arguments are unpersuasive. In 
addition to the key issues addressed in the final rejection, the examiner assert the following in contrast to the applicant's 
arguments/remarks in the responds filed September 24, 2007. The applicant argues that Sauer does not teach a cutout, and admits that 
Reul teaches said feature, however applicant agues that the cutout of Reul is not disposed in a conductive surface. The examiner as 
indicated in the final action agrees with the applicant, that Sauer makes no suggestion of a cutout, however a cutout is taught by Reul 
(see Reul, column 2, lines 8-12). Attention of the applicant is drawn to the fact that, the cutout as claimed is located in the soldering 
location (example claiml). Reul, specifically in column 2, lines 8-10, recites "constructing a contact window (cutout) serving as 
observation window, simple visual inspection of the soldering point. The examiner interprets the cutout of Reul to be located in the 
soldering location, and that such condition should be true to enable said visual inspection to be done. Reul also teaches the same subject 
matter as the applicant i.e. soldering an electrical connection to a surface of a pane. Therefore Reul provides the remedy for the 
deficiency in the invention of Sauer.
